The  pieceding  geneolgy  was  compiled  by  Charles 
Samuel  Gause,  Sr.  of  94  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  Uniontown, 
Pa.  and  iinished  on  his  86th  birthday,  October  33,  11)39. 

Mr.  Gause  as  previously  stated  was  bom  at  Norris¬ 
town,  Pa.  He  came  from  a  long  line  of  distinguished  an¬ 
cestors  on  both  sides.  His  mother  traced  her  lineage  back 
to  English  Puritan  Stock  for  over  40  generations.  His 
Father  was  the  best  of  English  Quaker  Stock,  who  came 
over  with  William  Penn  and  settledPennsylvania.  One  ot 
his  forebears  was  Charles  Gause,  mentioned  by  Judge 
Veech  in  his  “Monongahela  of  Old”,  as  one  of  the  citizens 
and  tax  payers  of  Fayette  County  of  1773. 

Mr.  Gause  received  most  of  his  education  from  his 
Father’s  school  in  Harrisburg,  Pa.  where  he  conducted  a 
selected  private  school  for  many  years.  After  his  giadua- 
lion  from  the  Harrisburg  Institute  he  took  a  couise  in 
higher  mathematics  at  the  old  Polytechnical  School  in 
Philadelphia,  Pa.  As  there  were  no  positions  open  in  en¬ 
gineering,  he  taught  school  for  several  years;  notably  in 
the  Jumonvilie  Soldiers'  Oipnan  School  at  Jumomille 
near  Uniontown.  After  three  years  at  the  Orphan  School 
he  went  to  Kansas  and  secured  a  position  with  the  Atchi¬ 
son  Topeca  and  Santa  Fee  Railroad  Company  as  engineer, 
on  location  and  construction  of  the  Le  veil  worth  Topeca  A: 
South  West  Railway  Company  and  the  Topeka  Council 
Grove  and  Salina  Ac  Western  Railroad  Company;  both 
subside) ai ies  of  the  A.  '1'.  Ac  St.  F.  Co.  After  three  years 
of  this  work  in  Kansas  he  returned  east,  in  1883,  and  se 
cured  a  position  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company, 
lie  located  the  Alexander  and  Crabtree  Branch  and  made 
various  surveys  in  Westmoreland  County  in  the  moun¬ 
tains  above  I lollidaysburg,  heading  of  the  South  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Railroad  Company,  who  were  trying  to  hud  location 
for  a.  new  railroad  between  tin*  Seaboard  and  Pittsburgh. 

lie  then  became  engineer  for  tin'  McClure  Coal  A!-  Coke 
Company  of  Everson,  JVnna.  Then  Engineer  for  W.  J. 
Rainey  for  a  year.  Then  borough  engineer  for  Uniontown, 
Pa.  for  two  years;  then  engineer  and  Asst.  Superinleu- 
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dent  for  Westmoreland  Coal  Company  of  Irwin,  Pa.  He 
was  also  borough  engineer  for  Irwin,  where  lie  put  in  a 
sewerage  system  which  is  still  in  operation.  Alter  being 
with  the  Westmoreland  Coal  Company  for  seven  years, 
he  accepted  a  position  with  the  II.  C.  Flick  Coke  Company, 
as  Division  Engineer,  having  charge  of  all  surveying  and 
construction  work  iii  his  division.  While  Division  Engineer 
for  the  Frick  Coke  Company,  he  was  sent  to  Welch  W. 
Va.  to  open  out  the  new  coal  field  there  of  50,000  acres 
for  the  U.  S.  Coal  &  Coke  Company  of  Chicago  and  other 
subsideraries  of  the  United  Slates  Steel  Company.  He 
put  Cary,  W.  Va.  on  the  map  as  it  was  nothing  but  a 
wilderness  when  he  first  went  there.  He  had  to  sleep  in  a 
tent  for  a  month  until  they  got  a  sawmill  erected  so  as  to 
cut  boards  for  making  shanties  to  house  the  workers.  It 
had  no  roads,  no  trails,  only  wild  animals  and  a  few  na¬ 
tives  here  and  there.  It  was  named  Sand  Lick,  by  the  few 
natives  and  travelers  who  passed  that  way.  The  place  be¬ 
came  the  scene  of  busy  activity  when  the  three  opera¬ 
tions  were  going  full  blast.  Norfolk  and  Western  were 
building  their  railroad  from  Welch  up  and  another  con- 
t motor  was  building  coke  ovens  while  Mr.  Clause  was 
opening  the  coal  fields.  This  matter  was  complicated  by  a 
strike  in  Dig  Fault,  in  the  coal  field  of  over  a  mile  in  ex¬ 
tent.  This  necessitated  a  change  in  plans  to  work  the  coal 
fields. 

After  opening  up  this  field  the  writer  returned  to  the 
Connellsville  Coke  Region  where  he  had  charge  of  all  con¬ 
struction  work  in  the  South  End.  After  being  Engineer 
for  five  years  for  the  H.  C.  Frick  Coke  Company  he  re¬ 
signed  and  became  General  Superintendent  of  the  Ells¬ 
worth  Coal  Company  at  Ellsworth,  Pa.  While  there  he 
broke  the  record  of  hoisting  coal  for  one  day  of  eight 
hours;  getting  out  more  coal  in  that  time  than  had  ever 
been  gotten  out  in  any  coal  mine  in  Western  Penna. 
That  was  the  year  1905.  In  1906  he  became  the  construc¬ 
tion  engineer  for  the  Consolidated  Coal  Company  in  the 
construction  of  their  Mt.  Pleasant  Plant. 

Among  other  things  he  designed  the  waste  heat  plant 
that  utilized  the  waste  heat  from  the  coke  ovens  to  run  the 
boilers. 

After  tills  Job  he  took  a  car  load  of  miners  from  the 
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Connellsville  Coke  Region  to  Cainsville,  Missouri  and 
timbered  the  shaft  bottom  of  the  newly  dug  shaft  and  got 
it  ready  to  run  coal. 

In  the  next  two  years  he  examined  many  coal  proper¬ 
ties  in  the  mountains  of  West  Virginia  and  wrote  reports 
of  same. 

In  1910  he  became  steel  inspector  of  the  Penna  Rail¬ 
road  in  their  construction  of  bridges  and  buildings  in 
Sunny  Side  Yards  in  Long  Island.  When  that  job  was 
finished  he  became  Steel  Inspector  for  the  Government  in 
the  building  of  the  Panama  Canal  Gates  at  the  Rraddock 
Works.  That  job  took  three  years. 

Ilis  next  job  was  steel  inspector  for  the  fabrication 
of  the  Hell  Gate  Bridge  at  New  York  City 

His  next  job  was  the  inspection  of  valves  in  the  Chap¬ 
man  Valve  Company  of  Springfield,  Mass,  for  use  in  the 
big  dry  dock  at  Balboa  at  the  Pacific  end  of  the  Panama 
Canal, 
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
